If it is not appreci- 
ated when spelled in its metrical 
form.it may still be retained on the 
inme by be ;ned for 

study to .some member, who shall

For instance, "The 
Chambered Nautilus" of Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes might be the subject 
chosen.
